plicnlcd piece of legislation it wns thought- 
lessly imagined to be, nnd though suggestive 
of radical changes, expressed nevertheless 
"most salutary reforms. 
Tbo provisions of 


its proposed amendments point out tho de- 
fects in our municipal government which 
they were designedly drafted to oppose and 
correct, and which 1 still trust nro not vainly 
to seek recognition and adoption hero, since 
then- enactment will redound to Iho lasting 
honor of the council which offocls it, for 
Ihoro is no seclion of it ns n charter that is 
not framed in the interests of cconom" lind 
good government. 


The gentlemen to whom both the man mil 


nnd intellectual work wcro committed, wore 
pxcoplionnlly well lilted lo fulfill tho task

Tho policy of Iho council in regard lo np- 


pointuiouts in this doptirtmont should bo BO 
shaped as to secure efilcioncj* without nny 
partially or favoritism in tho selection, niul 
to do that justieo to tho public which is its 
rightful claim. 


Jn making selections—supposing vacan- 


cies nro to be filled—the usual character of 
tho applicant or applicants will, I trust, bo 
closely investigated, and all other things 
being equal, preference should bo given to 
tho married rather than to the unmarried, 
but thero should bo as little as possible of th<j 
element of more charity iu appointments. 
The council is not a charitable association, 
neither is tho city revenue a poor fund— 
facts which it would bo advisable to consider 
iu relation to appointments in other depart- 
ments, likewise, of tho city government. 


Persons Booking positions on tho police 


forco of tho city, should bo discreet, re- 
spectable individuals, fully aware of the re- 
sponsibilities they seek to assume, cheer- 
fully accepting them, and Jwilling lo submit 
to tho discipline of tho organization" as well 
as to tho consequences of insubordination, 
disrespect to superior ofiicors, and other 
derelictions of duty. As for those already 
addicted to intemperance, either in drink or 
language, and unable to subject thoir vices 
to control, such,I do not hesitate to say, will 
bo of most agreeable absence. To set a 
thiof to catch n thief may bo tho gospel 
according to Vidocq and tho generally ac- 
cepted dictum in detectivo philosophy, but 
to set a drunkard to arrest a drunkard"acorns 
to bo a very ludicrous travesty of tho doc- 
trine -n doing violence to the fitness of 
things, and as great an outrage on our iu- 
stiuclivo souse of propriety ns soothing tho 
kid in its mother's milk would be. What 
right has any such to arrest n toper or a 
nimseller, having himself in tho garb of an- 
tliorily,- sanctioned a perfectly aualagous 
proceeding in contempt of all doconoy and 
discipline? 


If members of the council are contempt- 


uous of any right thinking on this subject, 
it is greatly lo ho regretted. 
Perhaps tho 


public may bo more scrupulous on this 
point than their representatives, and it 
should look to it in tho future that they 
nominate and elect those only who will not 
abuse tho trust reposed in them, and de- 
bauch all proper administration of city af- 
fairs by thoir appointment of subordinates, 


their duties, and resistance to them (necom- 
panied with violence) by off outlaw against 
Iho public peace, in not au infrequent oc- 
currence. 


Tho intemperate, lair-ilospising imd rowdy 


elements of tho community, are in accord 
with tlifi favoring technicality of tho stat- 
ute, and unless the law bo Amended in such 
a manner ns to unequivocally protect tho 
officer in tho legitimate discharge of his 
duty, and tho severest penalties bo , meted 
out to offenders, tho most pernicious results 
may follow, nnd tho increase of lawlessness 
is inevitable. 


Uy thft reports of tho overseer of tho poor 


and the trustees of tho several charitable* be- 
quests, tho increased number of. applications 
for relief during the past year will bo 
observed.
